In the first three days the Aus- 
trians were driven from the center 
of the city toward the walls, and 
1700 barricades held the conquered 
ground.

On March 22 an attack led by 
Luciano Manara on the Austrian 
garrison at Porta Tosa (shown on 
the stamp) opened the way to out- 
side help. Austrian Marshal Radet- 
sky retreated toward Mantua, Ver- 
ona, Pischiera and Legnano, the 
Austrian Quadrilateral securing 
the Brenner Pass. The Austrians 
were out of Milan for several 
months. 


8L. Venice, March 22, 1848. 


Under Daniele Manin, Venice 
turned out the Austrian garrison 
with the loss of only one life. Shown 
on the stamp is the proclamation 
in the Piazza San Marco of the 
liberation from the Austrians and 
of the Republic under Manin. Hesi- 
tation by Charles Albert to attack 
Radetsky after Milan and Venice 
gave Radetsky time to reinforce 
and later disunion cause the at- 
tacks against him to fail. After a 
siege of fifteen months Radetsky 
took Venice in August, 1849.

Of Smithsonian 


Division Of Philately Gets 
Thousands Of New Specimens; 
Collections Being Remounted

The Division of Philately of the Smithsonian Institution, Washington, 
D. C., received 125 individual accessions during the fiscal year, mainly 
through gifts, for a total of 24,967 specimens, or a gain of 19,400 speci- 
mens over the past fiscal year. The approximate number in the custody 


Of the 125 individual accessions, 112 were by outright gift, eight 
were the result of transfers of Universal Postal Union material through 
the Post Office Department, one was a deposit by the Treasury Depart- 





ment, and four were loans. 

The Post Office Department has 
continued to forward one specimen 
of each postage stamp, postal sta- 
tionery and postage meter impres- 
sion received through the Universal 
Postal Union, and has eliminated 
much of the backlog caused by 
circumstances beyond its control in 
1951-52. 

During the fiscal year 1952-53 
fifteen U. P. U. shipments were 
processed in eight accessions, and 
a total of 3,198 specimens were for- 
warded to the Division of Philately 
as transfers. 

The Post Office Department also 
continued to forward three speci- 
mens of each new United States 
stamp for the National Postage 
Stamp Collection. 

The Treasury Department 
through Secret Service, this year 
agreed to deposit with the Smith- 
sonian Institution specimens of 
counterfeit United States stamps, 
and some of the ‘‘Sperati’’ forgeries 
of foreign stamps. Among the 
counterfeit U. S. stamps received 
thus far are the $2.60 Graf Zeppe- 
lin; 3c Jefferson ‘‘Presidential’’ is- 
sue in a full sheet of 100, and some 
of the earlier U. S. postage issues... 
148 specimens in . 

The Library of Congress has con- 
tinued to forward selected foreign 
stamps received on incoming mail, 
through the Library of Congress 
Stamp Club. This is an important 
form of cooperation, inasmuch as 
many provisional varieties are not 
distributed by many governments 


sent 142 specimens of recent and 
new emissions, and the Nether- 
lands, through the Director-in-Chief 
of Posts, which forwarded three 
shipments. 

Monaco, through Henry Gamer- 
dinger, Director of the Office des 
Emissions de Timbres-Poste, for- 
warded two shipments during the 
past year; Iceland, through its Di- 
rector General of Posts & Tele- 
graphs forwarded new stamps. 

Other governments represented 
in the accession summary were 
Southern Rhodesia, through the Of- 
fice of the High Commissioner for 
Southern Rhodesia in London; San 
Marino, through the Compagnia 
Sammarinese in Rome, and Saudi 
Arabia, through the Direction Gen- 
eral of Posts, Telegraphs and Tele- 
phones, 

No mention of foreign govern- 
ment cooperation could be under- 
taken without acknowledgment of 
the presentation of a specially cast 
medal and certificate in behalf of 
the Federal Republic of Germany, 
through Dr. Hans Schuberth, Fed- 
eral Minister for Posts and Tele- 
communications. Dr. Remington 
Kellogg, Director of the U. S. Na- 
tional Museum, accepted this medal 
and certificate on behalf of the Di- 
vision of Philately, from Bernard 
Davis, Director of the National 
Philatelic Museum, acting for Dr. 
Schuberth. 

The Division of Philately con- 
tinues to be the most restricted, in-

Because of the nature of the 
agreement with the Library of Con- 
gress, these stamps have been pre- 
pared for inclusion in the National 
Postage Stamp Collection, but have 
not been accessioned as yet.

Outright gifts, for the purposes 
of this report, can be sub-divided 
into four categories: governmental, 
individuals, organizations, and phil- 
atelic groups. 

Support of the National Postage 
Stamp Collection by foreign govern- 
ments directly has been substan- 
tially increased the past fiscal year. 
The United Nations Postal Admin- 
istration, through Bertil Renborg, 
former Chief, and Reidar Tvedt, 
Chief, has continued to forward 
mint specimens and first day cov- 
ers of all new emissions. 

The Crown Agents for the Colon- 
ies, through A. J. E. Davis, Repre- 
sentative in North America, has 
also continued to forward new 
stamps of the British Crown Colon- 
ies. Australia, through R. Hazzard, 
Senior Trade Commissioner in New 
York, is yet another government 
retaining its interest in the work 
of the division. 

Augustin Vanegas P., of the Ofi- 
cina de Control de Especies Posta- | 
les y Filatelia, Nicaragua, has| 
supplemented last years’ gifts in 
the name of his government; the 
Norwegian Embassy, through Tor 
Myklebost and Odd Hjorth-Soren- 
sen, has‘ continued to send new 
issues.

In physical appearance eastern 
dragons differ from their western 
evil reptile brethern. Visit with 
them in the Scott Catalogue. They 
will not bite. Listed by design 
types are:— China—Al, A2, A4 and 
many otkers; Japan—Al1, A3, AQ;

We see these are longer than the 
western and they do not breathe 
fire or have wings. 

Oriental peoples never offend the 
local dragon unnecessarily, but if 
they feel they have offered an of- 
fense, they will stage a dragon 
procession as seen in Manchuria 
type A36, ana the figure is danced 
and paraded through the streets. 
The ritual varies, as regards the 
wish of the people for rain, pros- 
perity or freedom from floods. 

There is a hydra-headed serpent 
of France type SP69 and a Nether- 
lands sea horse type A47. 


Dragons of the West 


In the western world this animal 
has been accepted as a villain and 
a foe of hero. 

Of the adventure stories the best 
is shown of St. George and the 
Dragon (Great Britain, A96, Bel- 
gium, SP215, Crete, All, Czecho- 
slovakia, SP11, Danzig, SP1, Rou- 
mania, SP83, Russia, SP8, and 
Spain. SP28). 

Germany and Austria picture the 
dragon from the opera Nibelun- 
genlied, with SP42 and SP30. The 
belief was that the huge body was 
covered with armor like scales, 
and wings sprouted from its back 
and that he was the opponent of 
Christianity, and he fed on beauti- 
ful Christian maidens. 

Somehow these monsters were 
thought to have amassed great for- 
tunes in treasures they guarded 
in caves or sunk in river beds. 
Heroes had to overcome at least 
one dragon to gain power. If one 
could bathe in the blood of a dra- 
gon he could be a conqueror in 
any battle. 

We see triumph over adversity 
as symbolized by the slaying of a 
dragon by Latvia, A6, Netherlands, 
A69, and Russia, A44 in addition 
to the showing of St. George and 
Siegfried slaying their respective 
dragons, as mentioned above. 


The Phoenix 


This bird is traditionally known 
as a symbol ef resurrection, or a 
new life arising from the old one, 
so it has been adopted by peoples 
in all parts of the world to express 
the belief in immortality, the idea 
being that there is only one such 
bird that has a life span of a 
predetermined length—as a day, a 
century or a millenium. 

It is supposed to live in an east- 
ern paradise, but at the end of its 
life span, it leaves its home and 
flies to the Phoenician coast of 
the Meciterranean, where it builds 
a nest in the tallest of palms. 
The ‘ight of the rising sun pro- 


rH jected from the Chariot of the Sun 


(France, AP10, and Greece, AP16) 
ignites the nest and the phoenix is 
consumed in the flames. 

However a new phoenix emerges 
from ashes to begin its life span. 
Thus the idea of immortality is 
expressed and the phoenix, adapted 
probably from the daily rising and 
setting of the sun, is one of the uni- 
versal expressions of the faith in 
the everlasting life. 

The symbolism of the phoenix 
has been shcwn on stamp design 
types as follows:—U.S. A368; Hong 
Kong, A24; Austria, SP110; Japan, 
A55 and A61; Korea, A62; Man- 
chukuo, A6 end Al2; and French 
Equatorial Africa, A8. 

The study of these stamps alone 
affords much information and in- 
terest. 


Ganesha 


This mysterious figure has four 
arms, and an elephant head from 
which protrudes one tusk. It is a 
native Indian god and can be seen 
on four types of stamps of Duttia, 
Al to A4. 

This grotesque deity is worshiped 
as the god of wealth and enter- 
prise, and is one of the most im- 
portant of Hindu gods. Many stor-

The missing tusk is said to be 
the result of a fit of anger, during 
which Ganesha became so angry 
at the moon, he threw the tusk 
at it with suck force the moon was 
completely darkened. 

Relentinz, he allowed the moon 
to shine agair but as a punishment 
he forces it to be dark again at 
times periodically. 

Now does that answer the question 
about the moon’s phases? Fortun- 
ately we now have a scientific ex- 
planation. 


The Unicorn 


In the arms of Great Britain 
type A104, the unicorn appears to 
represent Scotland. In 1707 it was 
added to the English lion as sup- 
port for the royal coat of arms. 
In antiquity these were supposed to 
be enenfies. It is a singular ani- 
mal but a favorite subject for her- 
zidry. 

It "is a purely fictional animal. 
It was supposed to be entirely nor- 
mal except instead of the usual 
two horns there is but one, it is long, 
tapering and situated in center of 
forehead. Belief in this object ex- 
isted for centuries, and in later 
years explorers hoped to discover 
one. This horn was said to contain 
some preventative power against 
poison. 

When poisoned wines were a fa- 
vorite way of dispensing with an 
enemy, merchants sold thousands 
of alleged unicorn horns to the 
rich who made drinking cups of 
them as safeguards for their lives. 
In the middie ages they were sold 
under the name of alicorn. The 
horns used were really from the 
rhinoceros or the narwhal. 


Winged Animals 


In ancient days there was talk of 
some animals with wings, and two 
of these creatures were adopted 
into Christian heraldry, as sym- 
bols of St. Mark and St. Luke. 
Many ancient churches display 
murals and decorations which in- 
clude the winged bull as a symbol 
for St. Luke, and the winged lion as 
a representation of St. Mark. 

We find the winged bull on 
stamps of Iraa, A4, and Armenia, 
A13, and the winged lion on stamps 
of Tripolitania, AP7. 


The Flying Horse 


This winged horse, Pegasus is 
the emblem of a United States 
oil company. It figures in stories 
of Greek mythology. 

Legend relates the story that it 
was born from the blood of the 
snake-haired Medusa who had been 
slain by Perseus. Pegasus was a 
willing servant to its human mas- 
ters. and it is one of the fabulous 
beasts kown everywhere. 

We find it on stamps of: Uru- 
guay, AP6; France, A143; Greece, 


AP19% and AP23; Hungary, SP64; 


Italy, AP3; San Marino, SD5, and 
Spain has four SD3-6-9 and 10. 
Gryphons (griffins) 

The gryphon was much like the 
unicorn in that his huge claws 
were the source of drinking cups 
and served as a guard against poi- 
son. They can be seen on stamp 
types of Baden, A2 to 4; Poland, 
A25, and Hungary SP11.

Gryphons are re- 
portedly the guardians of hidden 
treasures and the gold mines of 
India. They had huge claws and 
were believed to be fierce crea- 
tures. 


The Centaur 


Centaurs are one of the many 
forms taken by horses in mytho- 
logy. This haif horse, half man 
is supposed to be the creature of 
the exaggerated imagination of the 
people who caught sight of skilled 
riders from a distance. This same 
illusion is told in U.S. history in 
the account of Cortez conquering 
Mexico, when the horsemanship 
was so superb the riders were 
thought to be but a part of the 
horse. To persons untrained in rid- 
ing, they may have seemed like one 
animal. 


Centaurs are seen on Uruguay, 
A89; France AP7 and Poland AP4. 

France issued, in 1946-47, a ser- 
ies of four airmail stamps, Scott’s 
Nos. C18 to 21. that are fascinating. 
The 40 franc C18 depicts a cen- 
taur. This is thought to be Chiron, 
the most famous of centaurs who 
had been instructed by Apollo and 
Diana in hunting, medicine, music 
and the art of prophesy. At one 
time Chiron assisted Peleus to win 
the goddess Thetis for his bride. 

But some centaurs were not so 
obliging, for at the wedding of two 
prominent personages, Eurytion, a 
guest centaur became so intoxicat- 
ed he offered violence to the bride. 
Others followed his example, and, 
what is known in present day lan- 
guate as a free fight, ensued.

The 80c USA airmail continues 
to be a toughy. Very fine copies 
currently wholesale at 53c each, 
fine copies at 45c each and aver- 
age copies at 38c each. If you are 
sending out heavy airmail letters 
and parcels, do use the 80c which 
almost no one has instead of the 
6c which have practically no value 
whatsoever. 

I got a package the other day 
plastered up with 112 6c hardly 
worth soaking off paper. Why didn’t 
the mailer use 7 of the 80c and 
call my blessings down on his 
head? I’d cheerfully have forgiven 
him the difference in unwanted 6c! 


Trieste enthusiasts are going in 
for corner blocks of 5 with labels 
to fill up th: empty sixth space 
(for example, Numbers 56, 57, 
85-87, 125, 149, 151, 156-158, 160 and 
161 all come that way) and for 
gutter pairs (Numbers 126, 127 and 
152 will illustrate). They naturally 
eommand a premium but less than 
would be expected and, until ‘‘the 
great unwashed” learns about 
them and makes a rush for them, 
you can still find therm in your 
favorite dealers stock at low 
prices. 

A freak thing came along today 
from an American friend at pres- 
ent living im Britain—a cover 
bearing the stamps of six reigns 
—Victoria, Edward VII, George V, 
Edward VIII, George VI and Eliza- 
beth II. He wonders whether there 
would be an American market for | 
such at, say $2.50 each. 

There are lots of suckers eollec- 
ting stamps and they can be made 
to nibble at almost anyting, but I 
doubt whether any such monstro- 
sity as this would find many takers 
at the suggested price. The thing 
would be purely synthetic, some- 
thing like the airmail covers bear- 
ing USA Columbian issues some 
hopeful mailed out from Atlanta on 
some first flights, and anyhow 
some of the issues are no longer 
valid for postage. 

I told my friend I was sure that 
there aren’t enough freak collec- 
tors in the country to make a 
splurge im such abominations prof- 
iteble. Actually, of course, a 
stamp cancelled at a date later 
than when it was current is worth 
far less than one used at the proper 
time, and a careful collector will 
avoid late, obviously philatelic 
used ones, like poison. 


There have been Coronation al 
bums and Coronation albums, but 
the most popular of all appears 
to be Godden’s gf0-page looseleaf 
one with faint gray quadrilled 
background and with headings and 
descriptions in copper plate style. 
Godden albums have been world 
famous for years and this particu- 
lar one is just about the neatest 
they have ever produced.

It's An Old Problem 


A news item from Washington under date of July 16 tells us that 
“Rep. Paul F. Schenck (R-Dayton, Ohio) today scored a victory in 
obtaining delay in a move before the house post office committee to 
immediately adopt a measure prohibiting the printing or lithographing 
PR eee ewe ond engraving on government envelopes.” 

What this means is that the house com- 
mittee had planned to stop imprinting 
corner card names and addresses on gov- 
ernment stamped envelopes and let the 
printers of the nation do that work for cus- 
tomers. 

This is an old problem, one that the mas- 
ter printers of the nation have fought 
against and objected to for many years but 
without success, 

It is contended by the printers that the 
government should not enter into the print- 





This amounts to about the same thing as 
we would have if prison labor were used to 
compete with private industry. 

At the present time it is stated that the 
Government sells about one billion enve- 
lopes each year on which a corner card 
name and address is printed for the buyer 
pee > at a cost of about 22 cents per 1000 envelopes 

GEORGE W. LINN for producing the printed corner card and 

that the government charges 44 cents per 
1000 envelopes for this work. It is claimed that the post office thus 
makes about $220,000.00 per year profit on this business. 

The argument from Rep. Schenck is at the instigation of members 
of the Union in the Dayton plant who claim it would result in loss of 
jobs for men employed in this work if the practice were stopped. 

It thus becomes clearly evident that even in trade unionism there 
A 4 the old dog eat dog attitude when it boils down to a situation 

e this. 

It should be noted by union members that if the printing of these 
envelopes were stopped at the plant where they are manufactured that 
the consequence would result in business firms who use such envelopes 
being obliged to have them imprinted at their local printing office and | 
that it would require approximately five times as many work hours, | 
thus five times as many men with jobs, to handle the work, as it re- 
quires in the Dayton plant. 

This is because the imprinting at Dayton is done during the actual 
process of printing the stamps on the envelopes, while the paper is still 
in full sheets and is run through high speed presses, whereas if done in 
local printing plants each envelope would have to be fed through the 
press separately and would require much more time, thus more em- 
ployees to do the work. 

Also the cost of imprinting these envelopes in the average local 
printing plant would be from $1.50 to $2.50 per 1000 envelopes, thus 
producing an added volume of business for printers of from one and a 
half to two and‘a half million dollars annually. 





That then is the problem behind the move to stop the work in the 
government plant at Dayton. For years past the printers of the nation 
have fought against this particular practice but never got anywhere. 
At the moment Rep. Schenck is naturally pulled into the picture because 
the envelope plant is located in Dayton. 


It is unlikely that this bill will be ready or passed until next year, 
thus any change in postal rates will also wait till next year so in the 
meantime the printers of the nation through their Ben Franklin Clubs 
should get astraddle of the necks of their congressmen and demand 
the discontinuance of this government competition with local printers. 


You Got Fooled 


If you are one of the philatelists who received a letter from John 
Foster Dulles, Secretary of State, to attend the ceremonies in Washing- 
ton on the occasion of the. issue of the 5c Perry stamp you very likely 
prized the letter in the belief that you had a signature of Mr. Dulles on 
a personal letter and you probably thought that in years to come it 
might be regarded with as much admiration as the signatures of some 
of the great Americans who have preceded him. 


But you got fooled, for the signature on the letter from Mr. Dulles is 
only a facsimile of his signature. It was produced by some duplicating 
process and is an excellent job. We can not hazard a guess as to just 
which process may have been used, it looks too good for rubber stamp 
work, but might possibly be such. There are however other means of 
accomplishing such a job. 


If you have the opportunity to compare the signature on your letter 
with that on the letter of some other party who received such a letter 
you will note that every line or curve or angle in each signature is 
identical, in fact a duplication, one of the other. 


If you stop and think a minute also you will readily realize that 
anyone whose signature is so indecipherable as that of Mr. Dulles could, 
not . el be duplicated in freehand writing, even by the man who 
wrote it. 


Vacation Stamps In Denmark 


Denmark has a novel way to provide vacation to workers. It oper- 
ates in this manner. Each worker is entitled to a 12 day vacation for 
each year he works. To pay for this employers are obliged to purchase 
vacation stamps from the Post Office and paste them in each employee’s 
vacation book at the rate of 4% of the employee’s pay. This of course 
amounts to a 4% tax on employers. Here in America most larger 
employers and many small ones give a week or two or more weeks 
vacation with pay which amounts to more than the Danish allowance, 
so Denmark’s vacation stamps would only benefit a very small minority 
in this country and if at 4% would take a lot of pay away from most 
employees.

Harmers Report 


Successful Season 


When Lot 1028 was sold on July 
21 another successful season was 
concluded by H. R. Harmer, Inc., 
32 East 57th St., New York. 

A brief resume of the period from 
September, 1952 through July, 1953 
shows that 23 catalogues were pro- 
duced comprising 71 sessions total- 
ling 25,390 lots for the highly satis- 
factory total realization of $690,- 
709.75, an increase of nearly $90,- 
000.00 over the preceding year. 

Bernard Harmer states that this 
total is slightly in excess of that 
achieved by their London House. 
In addition there are the auctions 
conducted by their office in Sydney, 
Australia, also all private treaty 
transactions, so that very conserva- 
tively the Harmer organization has 
again exceeded a combined turn- 
over for the season of the equiva- 
lent of two million dollars. 

Many important properties were 
sold during the year. The out- 
standing sale was undoubtedly the 
Col. Hans Lagerloef 480-volumes 
(4225 lots). 

Prices have been steadily taking 
an upward trend and bargains, al- 
though naturally they exist, are 
few and far between. The demand 
is of course more than ever for 
stamps in the finest possible condi- 
tion and the outstanding example 
of this was the auction of a collec- 
tigen of United States received from 
South America and sold in the 
month of June for a total of $51,- 
189.75 against a total catalogue 
value of approximately $60,000. 

Prospects for the new season are 
bright and properties already on 
hand have a net value of more than 
$250,000, including several quite 
exceptional collections, specialized 
United States, very fine general 
foreign, several airmail holdings, 
specialized Colombia strong in air- 
mails, and Match and Medicine 
stamps. /

Israel Helped 
By UN Expert 


With the technical advice of a 
United Nations expert, Israel has 
been able to produce the first post- 
age stamps to be printed by photo- 
gravure in the new state. 

The event, which coincided with 
the opening of a new Gravure Sec- 
tion of the Government Printing 
Department, marks a first step 
towards Israel’s goal of printing 
its own postage and other stamps, 
securities and banknotes. The gov- 
ernment plans to issue the new 
stamps in August. 

As a result of the success 
achieved, the Government of Is- 
rael has sought and obtained from 
the United Nations Technical As- 
sistance Administration an exten- 
sion of the services of O. M. Lilien, 
the UN expert, who has _ been 
working with Israeli officials on 
the project since February.

However, 
it needed trained personnel to oper- 
ate the new equipment.

one shown herewith for 1951 with 
the exception that beneath the red 
cross are the dates ‘1876-1951’ in 
place of the 1950 wording of ‘‘Em- 
pire Week 1950 

The circles are in gold as are 
the wording and the _ bordering 
edges of the cross. The dark inner 
circle is a blue and the cross is 
red. The wording in the circles is 
“ADELAIDE CHILDREN‘S HOS- 
PITAL”. 

Production was in sheets of 60 
(10 wide x 6 high) which had 
straight-edges at the sides and top. 
Across the bottom is the legend, 
“Give More Than A Thought To 
Children”, Thornquest Press of 
Adelaide were the printers. 





Adelaide Children’s Hospital — 1952 


The 1952 seal pictures a nurse 
feeding a child seated in a high- 
chair. Colors are brown and blue. 
Inscriptions are “SEAL APPEAL 
1952” and “ADELAIDE CHIL- 
DREN‘S HOSPITAL", 

These too are in panes of 60 
(10 x 6) straight-edged at the sides 
and perfed at the top and bottom. 
The Thornquest Press manufac- 
tured this issue, also. 

It will probably be of interest to 
know that the Hospital did not 
have a seal, at least to date, for 
1953. 


From the artistic standpoint the 
“all year’ anti-tuberculosis seal 
of the Anti-Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion of New South Wales will hard- 
ly rate. It seems to be an indis- 
criminate splashing of colors until 
one examines it with some atten- 
tion. 

Then it is possible to pick out 
children waving at a bus which 
carries a red Cross of Lorraine on 
its side apparently bound for a 
health camp. Near the center of 
the design is a large Cross of Lor- 
raine, and in the upper left the 
inscription, “Your Protection 
against T.B.” In a narrow pane 
across the bottom is the Associa- 
tion name.

GREAT BRITAIN. Since 1940 all 
stamps being sent to or from Great 
Britain were under control of the 

P, A., and with stamps to be 
sent to the U.S.A., there were re- 
quirements with regard to the sur- 
render of currency. In many cases 
this caused a long delay. 

From July 1 all shipments of ten 
Pounds or less, can be sent direct 
to the consignee here in the states. 
The same applies to shipments 
from here to England, but cur- 
rency will not be available for such 
purchases. 

UNION SOUTH AFRICA. It has 
been announced that two stamps 
will be issued on September 1 to 
commemorate the centenary of 
Union South Africa first postage 
stamps, the now famous ‘‘Cape 
Triangulars”’ issued in 1853. The 
values will be one penny and four 
pence and the names in _ both 
languages will appear on each. 

The design will show a reproduc- 
tion of the triangular stamp. 

AUSTRALIA. To commemorate 
the 25th anniversary of the official 
establishment of Young Farmer’s 
Clubs in Australia, a 3% pence 
stamp will be issued on September 
3. This will be the first Australian 
bi-colored commemorative stamp.

The first flight was initiated in 
good order and the Newark covers 
are postmarked ‘‘Newark, N. J. Air 
Mail Field Jun 8 1953, 8 AM.” All 
sixteen covers are backstamped 
‘‘Newark, N. J. Air Mail Field PTS 
Jun 8 1953, 5.30 PM.”’ except the 
one originating from Newark which 
is machine cancelled ‘Trenton 2 
N. J. Jun 8 1953, 2.30 PM.” 

All covers were cacheted in pur- 
ple or in grayish blue ink ‘‘US Air 
Mail by Helicopter First Flight 
AM-111 New York Area’”’ with an 
appropriate design surrounding the 
information. 

The Postmaster at Perth Amboy 
graciously autographed every cover 
that originated from his office—the 
only PM to do so. 

It is understood that most of the 
participating cities made local ob- 
servances of this new flight such 
as Long Branch where local digni- 
taries turned out to witness and 
welcome the ’copter—appropriate 
photos and comments subsequently 
appearing in the Long Branch Daily 
Record. 

The first day flights out of the 
Long Branch field carried approxi- 
mately 2500 covers. Judging from 
the size of the yellow pouches de- 
livered and picked up recently, 
however it-is estimated that not 
more than 300 to 500 pieces of mail 
are handled routinely at this same 
office. 

At Long Branch the south bound 
flight checks in at 6:13 A. M. and 
out at 6:15. Northbound the flight 
oo in at 6:52 P. M. and out at 


__The Heliport, as it is called, is 
identified by a sign posted on a 
fence of the snow-drift type ap- 
proximately 250 feet square. 

The postal clerk arrives at about 
6:45 P. M. in his own convertible. 
In a few moments when the ’copter 
appears as a speck in the sky over 
Asbury Park the clerk opens the 
gate, steps inside the field and 
waits until the ship settles down. 
Running out to the ship, he opens 
the cargo door, hands his mail bag 
in and takes, from the ’copter mail 
clerk, a similar yellow bag contain- 
ing incoming (Northbound) mail. 
When the cargo door is closed and 
the clerk has cleared the area the 
pilot checks by radio with his dis- 
patcher (probably in Newark) and 
prepares to take-off. At 6:54 on 
the nose the ship gently rises, turns 
in the air only a few feet off the 
ground, and then rises rapidly on 
the way to Red Bank. 

The complete operation is hand- 
led very neatly and with dispatch. 
Right now during the cool evening 
hours still filled with the warm sun- 
shine some 15 to 30 cars of kids and

Pixied Postmarks 


Of 
Peddler’s Creek

Lexicographers tell ws that 
Pixies are imp-like creatures who 
have the power to change the 
common - place materials into 
strange features, as their whimsy 
dictates. The Pixies seem to have 
landed en masse and had the postal 
situation well in hand at a tiny 
hamlet in southwestern Wisconsin 
from November of 1905 to April 31, 
1906. 

No, your eyes are not deceiving 
you on the last-named date; it is 
just merely the postmark which 
was pixillated and reads ‘‘31’’ in- 
stead of ‘'13.” 

But April was not singularly 
graced by the Pixies, so was Feb. 
31, 1906; Dec. 44, 1905; and among 
the balance of the 18 Pixied Cov- 
ers in my collection is ‘Jan. 3 
(reversed), 9061’? — whether the 
year date in question was A. D. or 

C. is not disclosed. 

This region in southwest Wiscon- 
sin was once the historical site of 
the Lead-Mining Rush in the early 
19th Century and towns now bear 
colorful English and Welsh Names 
such as British Hollow, Mineral 
Point, and the town in question 
was termed ‘‘Peddler’s Creek’”’ in 
eariy territorial history. It was lat- 
er termed “Linden, Wis.” in order 
to dignify the town’s name, and 
these unique inverted dates in the 
postmarks all originate from the 
more recent term for the town, 
“Linden, Wis.” 

Collecting ‘runs’ of covers show 
ing reversed and inverted dates in 
the postal markings is a hobby of 
mine and I have run into many. 
Platteville, Wis. in the same re- 
gion, shows a ‘3061’ year date 
instead of ‘'1903’’, from Aug. 19 to 


| Sept. 7. None of the other ‘“runs’’ 


show the extended length of error. 
six months, nor the variety of in- 
verts and reversals, either year. 
month, or date, sometimes all 
three, that the ex-Peddler’s Creek 
town of Linden exhibits. 

“CED 12, 2 P M 1905” is but 
another example of the Pixies fash- 
ion of changing even the names of 
our months to suit their waggish 
ways. Either Pixies, or myopia on 
the part of the then-official post- 
master of Linden—known but to 
God and to the Archivist of the 
Postal History Memorabilia in 
Washington, D. C. 

Following up the latter theory 
that it was bad bifocals and near- 
sightedness, not magic, that caused 
these postal miscues, I called upon 
my good friend and fellow philate- 
list who is an official in the Eau 
Claire post office, V. A. Anderson, 
for possible professional secrets as 
to how these reversals came about. 
Naval philatelist Anderson prepar- 
ed his case well, showing diagrams 
ot old canceling devices, and il- 
lustrated how the dies could easily 
have been inserted incorrectly in 
their slots. 

Easily then, that is, Anderson 
remarked thereby writing ‘‘Finis’’ 
to those of us who had hoped for a 
“Pixies Re-visitation in 1953’; be- 
cause today postal clerks have to 
identify themselves on a slip of 
raper which is overlaid on the 
bundles of covers that they have 
finished feeding into the rapid 
canceling hopper. ‘‘Enuff Said.’ 

Even in the Mother Goose Story 
of the ‘“‘Happy Shoemaker” where- 
in the elves came in nightly to 
patch the shoes, we find no evi- 
dence that the Pixies signed their 
names in quadruplicate to the tags 
as they finished repairing a shoe. 
Post Office Pixies like their pri- 
vacy just as much—so their work 
postally is a thing of the past. So, 
“Farewell, Postal Imps, yours was 
a@ waspish and fertile soil for fu 





Thanks for the 
pranks.”

Liechtenstein Has 
Scout Commems 


Liechtenstein, on August 4, will 
release a set of four commems to 
mark the 14th International Scout 
Conference in that tiny nation. De- 
nominations and colors, according 
to Whitfield King & Co., Ipswich, 
England are 10 rappen green, 20r 
brown, 25r red and 40r blue. 

The design which is identical to 
all pictures Lord Baden-Powell and 
a hand giving the Boy Scout salute.

Angola continues to seek through 
the animal kingdom for designs of 
its postage stamps.

In Formosa (Taiwan) four 
stamps have been released to pro- 
vide funds for the Anti-Tuberculo- 
sis campaign. Denominations are 
40c brown, $1.60 blue, $2 green and 
$5 orange. Inscriptions in both 
English and Chinese read ‘‘Repub- 
lic of China’, 

This is the first time that For- 
mosan stamps have been inscribed 
thus in English, but they have been 
since 1950, inscribed in Chinese 
“Republic of China Postal Service’, 
Before 1950 the’ stamps were in- 
seribed “‘Republic of China Postal 
Service: Taiwan’”’ in Chinese, but 
when Formosa became the last 
Nationalist stronghold, it became 
the whole of the Republic of China 
under the control of the Republic, 
and ‘‘Taiwan’’ was dropped. 

The theory is, of course, that the 
mainland is temporarily under 
rebel conirol, so that Formosa is, 
for the time being, the Republic 
founded in 1911 by Sun Yat Sen.

sofar as exhibit space and facili- 
ties are concerned, in the entire 
Department of History. Under pre- 
sent conditions there is absolutely 
no space available for the neces- 
sary stamp cabinets and display 
cases ... though the material is 
available for such display. 

The main stamp _ collection, 
housed in the stamp cabinets, is 
now in the process of remounting 
as a part of an amalgamation pro- 
cedure. As a part of a major un- 
dertaking the entire collection is 
being removed from the display 
cases, checked and remounted on 
Scott Specialty pages as donated 
last year by Gordon Harmer of 
Scott Publications, Inc. 

This remounting is being done in 
alphabetical sequence to avoid 
overlapping, and may possibly re- 
sult in‘the elimination (for display 
purposes) of postage due adhesives 
of all foreign countries. 

Care of the National Postage 
Stamp Collection has many ramifi- 
cations. Stamps in essence are but 
tiny bits of paper—susceptible to 
cracking, fading, thinning, separat- 
ing in instances of multiple pieces, 
soiling, and nibbing. Mint stamps 
also have an attraction to silver- 


Care of the stamp collection also 
embraces the operational problems 
of housing for maximum accessibil- 
ity and protection. 

Many of the specimens in the dis- 
play cabinets have remained in 
their present form for forty and 
more years. Due to the space be- 
tween the pages upon which they 
are mounted and the protective 
glass, many have buckled consider- 
ably. Some have cracked, and 
some are on the verge of breaking 
loose from the hinging. 

It is necessary that the entire col- 
lection be remounted (a) to check 
the condition of each specimen, (b) 
to make replacements where need- 
ed and where possible, and (c) to 
conserve space and permit uni- 
formity. 

This in itself is a major under- 
taking, since it involves perhaps 
100,000 specimens. 

Unmounted specimens and refer- 
ence material must be protected, 
too. Many of the stockbooks used 
were also forty or more years old, 
and were found to have caused dis- 
coloration of some specimens. 

Specimens were found to be wide- 
ly divided. In addition to the main 
collection, it was found that there 
were two different sets of reserve 
stockbooks, plus portions of the 
Baird, Cromwell, Weill, and miscel- 
laneous collections. There were 
stamps in boxes and envelopes, and 
in special collections. 

Since the main collection was to 
be remounted, it was determined to 
group all of the stamps into one 
new set of stockbooks, alphabetic- 
ally. New Elbe ‘“Expansion’”’ stock- 
books have been secured for this 
purpose, and many have already 
been set up. 

One offshoot of this program will 
be that an entirely new card cata- 
log of the specimens in the Divi- 
sion of Philately can be created. 
Such cards have been ordered and 
should be placed in use early in 
the new fiscal year. These cards 
will be set up according to Country 





sion offices is surplus postal sta- 
tionery, and postal models which 
cannot be displayed due to lack of 
exhibit facilities. 

Additional crates of Dead Letter 
material received from the Post 
Office Department have been 
checked, and material no longer 
useful to the Division or any other 
branch of the National Museum has 
been processed by a condemnation 
committee.

10L. Vicenza, May 22, 1848. 


Vicenza rebelled against the Aus- 
trians and drove them out of the 
city on this date, but inaction by 
Charles Albert after Goito enabled 
Radetsky to recapture Vicenza on 
June 10, reinforcements having 
reached him. He quickly recap- 
tured all of Venetia except Venice 
itself. The distrust of Charles Al- 
bert and Cavour of the republicans 
discouraged volunteers to their 
cause. 


12L. Coratone, May 29, 1848. 


Volunteers from Tuscany, Rome 
and Naples came to assist in the 
war against Austria. At Coratone 
the Tuscan Corps bravely fought 
the Austrians in this town on the 
Mincio River. 


15L. Goito, May 30, 1848. 


The day after Coratone, the Pied- 
montese under Charles Albert 
drove back the Austrians at Goito 
and went on to force Pischiera to 
surrender, breaking one corner of| 
the Austrian Quadrilateral. But by | 
now they had lost the chance to 
ovewhelm Radetsky while he was 
still weak. 


20L. Bologna, Aug. 8, 1848. 


After the defeat of Charles Albert 
at Custozza, he surrendered at 
Milan on August 5. The remains of 
the defeated armies from Lom- 
bardy drifted into Bologna. Being 
the capital of the northernmost of 
the Papal States and farthest from 
the influence, this area had always 
been more or less disloyal to the 
Pope. With these troops arriving 
an uprising occurred and anarchy 
held sway for a while. 


30L. BreScia, April 1, 1849. 


After the unsuccessful revolts of 
1848, Brescia was the only Lom- 
bard town to rally under Tito Spere 
to Charles Albert’s renewed at- 
tempt to drive out the Austrians. 
Heavy taxes and martial law caus- 
ed Brescia to stage an uprising 
simultaneous with the Battle of 
Novara. 

After ten days heavy fighting it 
was recaptured by the Austrians, 
and visited with atrocious repres-

of Brescia”, and was even taxed 
for the price of its own bombard- 
ment. Novara was the last attempt 
by Charles Albert to defeat the 
Austrians. 


50L. Rome, April 30, 1849. 


When his leader Pellegrino Rossi 
was murdered, Puis IX fled to 
A re 
public was proclaimed in Rome, 
February 9, 1849. Garibaldi came 
south to defend it. 

Mazzini arrived on March 5 after 
trying to persuade Florence to cast 
its lot with Rome. Mazzini was 
given Roman citizenship and with 
his colleagues Armellini and Saffi, 
was given dictatorial power in 
Rome. 

France sent 8000 troops to restore 
the Pope to Rome. They landed 
in Civitavecchia April 24 under 
Gen. Oudinot and were repulsed 
under the Janiculum walls April 
30. Retreating to Civitavecchia, 
Oudinot was reinforced and re- 
sumed hostilities June 1, entered 
Rome and Garibaldi fled to San 
Marino. Pictured is the defeat of 
Oudinot April 30. 


100L. Death of Godfredo Mameli. 

Mameli (1827-1849) poet and pat- 
riot, born of a noble Genoese family 
and educated at the Univ. of Genoa, 
was devoted to Mazzini. In 1847 he 
wrote the poem to the Bandiera 
Brothers ‘Fratelli d’Italia’’ wide- 
spread in popularity, even to the 
battlefields. 

He was in the National Guard at 
Genoa and joined the volunteers in 
the Lombardy campaign, and then 
to Rome. He sent the famous tele- 
gram to Mazzini, ‘‘Roma, Reppub- 
lica. Venite’’. Wounded in the de- 
fense of Rome April 30, he fought 
again and was wounded mortally 
dying in the Pellegrini Hospital, 
July 6, 1849.
